ORGANIZED,  JUNE  11,  1908 
INCORPORATED,  JUNE  15,  1908 
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HT  would  appear  that  before  1805  an  Order  of 
Chivalry  was  formed  in  America,  known  as  the 
Imperial  Military  Order  of  the  Yellow  Rose,  and  on 
the  scroll  of  the  Order  the  following  names  it  is  stated  were 
found  : 

u  Viscount  de  Fronsac,  John  Milledge,  Augusta,  Georgia, 
late  Governor;  John  Irvine  Bulloch,  Judge  Archibald  Stobo 
Bulloch  of  Savannah,  Georgia  ;  Noble  Wymberley  Jones, 
M.  D.,  John  Glen,  Chief  Justice  of  Georgia,  Major  John 
Habersham,  W.  Harden,  and  J.  Maxwell,  all  of  Georgia, 
and  James  De  Veaux  and  John  Rutledge  of  South  Caro¬ 
lina.” 

This  Order  was  revived  May  11,  1908,  by  Dr.  Joseph 
Gaston  Baillie  Bulloch,  grandson  of  John  Irvine  Bulloch 
and  great  grandson  of  Judge  John  Glen,  and  also  descended 
from  Dr.  Noble  Wymberley  Jones,  the  title  of  Military  be¬ 
ing  left  out  and  the  proviso  added  that  none  but  those  of 
royal  descent  shall  hereafter  be  admitted  into  membership 
in  the  Order.  After  several  meetings  and  consultations  the 
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following  constitution  was  adopted,  and  application  made 
for  incorporation,  which  was  granted  under  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  on  the  15th 
of  June,  1908. 

Preamble 

Whereas  all  should  keep  a  perfect  record  of  their  ancestry 
in  order  that  future  generations  may  be  able  to  prove 
whence  they  came,  and  also  be  able  to  connect  their  rec¬ 
ords  with  others,  that  a  true  and  authentic  history  may  be 
compiled  and  a  faithful  and  accurate  account  be  made  of 
descent  from  illustrious  progenitors,  so  we,  bearing  in  mind 
our  descent,  have  formed  this  Order,  to  be  known  as  the 
Imperial  Order  of  the  Yellow  Rose,  to  be  composed  of  those 
of  royal  lineage. 

Name. 

This  Order  shall  be  known  as  the  Imperial  Order  of 
the  Yellow  Rose. 

Location. 

The  location  of  the  Order  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Wash¬ 
ington  or  wherever  the  Chief  Regent  shall  reside. 

Object. 

The  object  of  this  Order  is  to  unite  the  descendants  of  all 
those  of  royal  descent,  male  and  female,  into  a  body  or 
Order  of  Chivalry,  and  is  not  strictly  confined  to  residents 
of  America  only,  but  to  all  persons  of  royal  lineage  in 
Europe,  America,  and  elsewhere,  and  to  collect  and  pre¬ 
serve  all  genealogical  and  historical  data.  The  members 
of  the  Order  shall  be  styled  Patricians  of  the  Order. 

Government. 

There  shall  be  a  Supreme  Council,  composed  of  officers 
of  the  Order,  who  shall  make  the  laws  for  the  regulation  of 
the  Order,  and  also  an  officer  for  each  State  or  country,  to 
be  known  as  a  Regent,  and  the  following  officers  :

Qualification. 

All  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  any 
country  who  are  of  royal  lineage  and 
who  belong  to  the  Aryan  race. 

Insignia. 

The  insignia  shall  be  a  golden 
cinquefoil,  whose  leaves  are  in¬ 
dented  in  the  form  of  a  five-armed 
cross,  in  the  center  of  which  is  a 
black,  two-headed  Roman  eagle. 
The  cinquefoil  to  be  suspended  by 
a  dark  green  ribbon  from  an  imperial  crown  attached  to 
the  cinquefoil  or  rose. 
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Seal. 

The  seal  of  the  Order  shall  be  a  shield,  in  the  center  of 
which  is  a  cinquefoil  on  a  dark  green  field.  The  shield  to 
have  as  supporters  two  lions  rampant  and  as  a  crest  an 
imperial  crown. 

Rosette. 

The  rosette  shall  be  a  yellow  rose  with  a  gold  five- 
pointed  star  in  the  center. 


Dues. 

The  dues  for  life  membership  shall  be  ten  ($10)  dollars. 
No  annual  dues. 

Admission. 

Admission  to  companionship  in  the  Order  shall  be  solely 
through  the  Chief  Regent,  except  in  the  case  of  Great  Brit¬ 
ain,  where  admission  shall  be  through  the  Regent  of  that 
country.

From  Jane  Bulloch,  who  married  John  Dunwody,  de¬ 
scended  the  Dunwodys  of  Roswell,  Marietta  and  Macon, 
Georgia.  See  history  of  the  families  of  Bulloch,  Stobo  and 
Irvine  of  Cults. 

Prof.  Charles  Jones  Colcock  and  his  daughter,  Errol  Hay 
Colcock,  of  Charleston,  S.  C.,  descends  through  the  family 
of  Hay  of  Lochloy  and  Park,  through  the  family  of  Suth¬ 
erland,  from  King  Robert  the  Bruce  and  King  Alfred  the 
Great. 

Lucius  Montrose  Cuthbert  and  Dr.  Middleton  Fuller 
Cuthbert  descends  through  the  Cuthberts  of  South  Carolina, 
who  descend  from  Cuthbert,  Barons  of  Castle  Hill,  Scotland, 
and  by  a  marriage  of  George  Cuthbert,  Baron  of  Castle  Hill, 
to  Magdalen,  daughter  of  Sir  James  Fraser,  of  Brae  ;  the 
family  decends  through  the  Lords  Fraser  from  Edward  III 
of  England. 

Descent  of  Cuthbert  from  the  Gordon  Family  and 
Other  Lines. 

The  Gordons  date  back  to  the  year  1093,  to  Adam  de 
Gordon.  His  descendant,  Sir  Adam  de  Gordon,  married 
Elizabeth  Keith,  daughter  of  Sir  William  de  Keith,  Great 
Marischal.  His  daughter,  Elizabeth  de  Gordon,  married 
Alexander,  son  of  Sir  William  Seton,  and  had  Sir  Alexander 
de  Seton,  Lord  of  Gordon,  created  Earl  of  Huntly  by 
King  James  II,  who  married  third,  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  William,  Lord  Chrichton,  and  had  George  Gordon, 
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second  Earl  of  Huntly,  who  married  Lady  Elizabeth  Hay, 
daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Enroll,  and  had  Alexander,  third 
Earl  of  Huntly,  who  married  Lady  Janet  Stewart,  daughter 
of  John,  Earl  of  Atholl,  by  Lady  Margaret  Douglas,  only 
daughter  of  Archibald,  fifth  Earl  of  Douglas,  and  Duke  of 
Touraine,  who  married  Euphemia,  daughter  of  Sir  Patrick 
Graham  and  Countess  Euphemia  of  Stratherne.  The  fifth 
Earl  of  Douglas  was  son  of  Archibald,  fourth  Earl  and 
Duke  of  Touraine  by  Princess  Margaret,  daughter  of  Rob¬ 
ert  III. 

Alexander,  third  Earl  of  Huntly,  and  Lady  Janet  Stew¬ 
art  had  John,  Lord  Gordon,  who  married  Margaret,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  King  James  IV,  by  Margaret,  daughter  of  John,  Lord 
Drummond,  and  had  George,  fourth  Earl  of  Huntly,  who 
married  *  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Robert,  Lord  Keith,  sister  of 
William,  fourth  Earl  Marischal,  and  had  Elizabeth  Gordon, 
who  married  John  Stewart,  fourth  Earl  of  Atholl,  and  had 
Elizabeth  Stewart,  who  married  Hugh  Fraser,  seventh 
Lord  and  sixth  of  Lovat,  and  had  Sir  Simon  Fraser,  eighth 
Lord  Lovat,  who  married  2d  March,  1596,  Jean  Stewart, 
and  had  Sir  James  Fraser  of  Brae,  whose  daughter,  Mag¬ 
dalene  Fraser,  married  George  Cuthbert,  Baron  of  Castle 
Hill,  and  had  George  Cuthbert,  who  married  Jean  Hay, 
daughter  of  William  Hay,  Bishop  of  Moray,  and  had  among 
others,  Doctor  James  Cuthbert,  who  went  to  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  and  was  the  ancestor  of  the  Cuthberts,  and  a  branch  of 
the  families  of  Brown  of  Washington,  Heyward,  Guerards, 
Bacots,  Trescotts  and  Elliotts  of  South  Carolina,  and  of  a 
branch  of  Aspinwall,  and  other  lines.  See  Book  on  Cuth¬ 
bert,  Library  of  Congress. 

King  James  IV  was  son  of  King  James  III  by  Christian, 
daughter  of  Christian,  King  of  Denmark,  and  King  James 
III  was  son  of  King  James  II  and  Mary,  daughter  of  Ar¬ 
nold,  Duke  of  Gueldres,  and  King  James  II  was  son  of 
King  James  I,  by  Lady  Joanna  de  Beaufort,  daughter  of

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John,  Earl  of  Somerset,  son  of  John,  Duke  of  Lancaster, 
by  Katharine  Swynford,  daughter  Sir  Payne  Roelt,  and 
John,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  was  son  of  Edward  III  of  Eng¬ 
land.  So  we  see  that  the  Cuthberts  descend  from  the  Royal 
Houses  of  Scotland  and  England  many  times.

McIntosh,  son  of  John  Mohr  McIntosh, 
of  Borlum,  descended  from  the  McIntosh  of  McIntosh,  whose 
ancestor,  Lachlan  McIntosh,  married  Janet  Kennedy,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John,  2d  Lord,  son  of  Gilbert,  istLord  Kennedy,  son 
of  James  Kennedy,  by  Princess  Mary,  daughter  of  Robert 
III  and  widow  of  Earl  of  Angus.  The  Mclntoshes  also 
descend  from  Baillie  of  Dunain,  of  Royal  lineage. 

Major  Jefferson  Davis  Dunwody,  son  of  Major  John  Dun- 
wody,  son  of  John  Dunwody  and  Jane  Bulloch,  descends 
through  the  family  of  Bulloch,  through  the  Douglasses  of 
Tilquhillie,  Forbes  of  Watertown,  Setons,  Ogilvies  and 
Douglas,  Earl  of  Morton,  from  Princess  Joanna,  daughter  of 
King  James  I  of  Scotland,  and  Lady  Jean  de  Beaufort, 
great  grand  daughter  of  King  Edward  III  of  England.  His 
children  are  Mrs.  Robert  Wright  Jackson,  nee  Kate  Hester 
Dunwody,  Robson  Dunwody,  Elizabeth  Hanbury Dunwody, 
Cornelia  Dunwody  and  Archibald  Bulloch  Dunwody  and 
his  grandson,  Robert  Wright  Jackson. 

Matilda  Hedges  Evans  was  born  January  24,  1899,  in 
Denver,  Colorado,  and  at  present  resides  at  Gorham,  Colo¬ 
rado. 

Matilda  Hedges  Evans  is  the  daughter  of  David  Edward 
Evans,  born  July  28,  1866,  in  London,  England,  married 
(2)  April  10,  1898,  Bernice  Churchill  Hedges,  born  Febru¬ 
ary  9,  1862,  near  Hedgesville,  West  Virginia,  then  Virginia. 

Bernice  Churchill  Hedges  is  the  daughter  of  Decatur 
Hedges,  born  Feb.  28,  1832,  near  Hedgesville,  Virginia,  died 
there  October  16,  1916,  married  (1)  Mary  Heugh  Beall, 
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born  May  3,  1828,  in  Cumberland,  Maryland,  died  May  14, 
1869,  in  Frederick  County,  Virginia. 

Mary  Heugh  Beall  was  a  lineal  descendant  of  Major 
Thomas  Brooke,  of  Brookefield,  Prince  Georges  Co.,  Md., 
and  his  1st  wife,  Anne  Baker,  also  of  Robert  Brooke,  im¬ 
migrant  to  Maryland,  through  whom  her  descent  is  deduced 
from  Alfred  the  Great  and  Charlemagne.

The  ancestor  of  the  American  Fairfax  family  was  Wil¬ 
liam  Fairfax,  son  of  Henry  Fairfax,  second  son  of  the  fourth 
Lord  Fairfax  and  Anne  Harrison,  born  October  30,  1691. 
He  was  of  Belvoir,  Virginia,  and  President  of  the  King’s 
Council  in  Virginia,  and  agent  for  his  cousin  Thomas,  sixth 
Lord  Fairfax,  who  was  Lord  Proprietor  under  grant  from 
the  English  Crown  of  all  the  land  in  Virginia  between  the 
Rappahannock  and  Potomac  Rivers,  comprising  about  six 
million  acres. 

William  Fairfax  married  twice.  By  the  second  mar¬ 
riage,  to  Deborah  Clark,  had  :  Brian,  eighth  Lord  Fairfax, 
of  Toulston,  in  Yorkshire,  and  Mount  Eagle,  in  Virginia. 
In  1759  he  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Col.  Wilson 
Cary,  of  Ceelys.  His  eldest  son  was  Thomas,  ninth  Lord 
of  Fairfax  Co.,  Va.,  who  married  Margaret  Herbert,  and  had  a 
third  son  Orlando,  married  Mary  Randolph  Cary  and  had, 
besides  others,  Ethelbert  Fairfax,  Jane  Cary  Fairfax  and 
Edith,  who  married  as  his  first  wife  Dr.  J.  A.  Moncure.  Of 
this  line  of  Fairfax  were  Lillian  V.  Fairfax  and  Gwendo- 
lind  (Fairfax)  Moncure,  daughters,  of  Frederick  Fairfax,  and 
Mary  A.  Cook,  daughter  of  Lt.  Commander  John  A.  Cook, 
U.  S.  N.  Frederick  Fairfax  was  the  son  of  Wilson  Miles 
Cary  Fairfax  and  Lucy  Anna  Griffith,  son  of  Ferdinando 
Fairfax  and  Elizabeth  Blair  Cary,  son  of  Brian,  eighth 
Lord,  and  Elizabeth  Cary.  This  illustrious  line  of  Fairfax 
are  descended  from  the  Fairfaxes,  Barons  of  Cameron,  and

Col.  John  Hamilton  married,  2d,  Miss  Claudia  Tatnall, 
of  Georgia. 

Captain  John  Pray  is  the  son  of  Capt.  J.  Pray  by  Mariette 
de  St.  Veran,  daughter  of  the  Marquis  de  St.  Veran. 
Captain  Thomas  Forsyth  (de  Fronsac)  is  the  son  of  Ensign 
Wm.  Forsyth  and  Jane,  daughter  of  Surveyor  James  Wil¬ 
son  and  Mary,  daughter  of  James  Shirley,  and  the  latter, 
Ensign  Wm.  Forsyth,  is  the  son  of  Hon.  Matthew  Forsyth 
of  Dykes  and  Fronsac  and  Esther  Graham,  daughter  of 
Robert  Graham. 

Mrs.  Dora  Lee  Hedges  Goodwyn  was  born  on  Sept.  5th, 
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in  the  year  1863,  near  the  city  of  Martinsburg,  county  of 
Berkeley,  State  of  West  Virginia.

Goodwyn,  Widow  of  Judge  Wm.  Samuel 
Goodwyn,  of  Emporia,  Virginia. 

Mrs.  W.  Sam’l  Goodwyn  was  born  September  5,  1863, 
near  Hedgesville,  in  Berkeley  Co.,  W.  Va.,  and  is  the 
daughter  of  Decatur  Hedges,  deceased,  of  Hedgesville  and 
Martinsburg,  W.  Va.,  through  whom  she  traces  descent 
from  Isaac  Chapline,  member  of  the  King’s  Council  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  1610,  and  Robert  Tyler,  Mareen  Duvall,  Anthony 
Rawlings,  and  Capt.  Daniel  Clarke,  distinguished  Colonial 
officials  of  Maryland. 

Her  mother  was  Miss  Mary  Heugh  Beall,  of  Cumberland, 
Md.,  a  lineal  descendant  of  four  of  its  provincial  Governors 
and  many  of  its  illustrious  builders  and  statesmen,  entitling 
her  to  admission  in  any  hereditary  society. 

Through  both  parents  Mrs.  Goodwyn’s  descent  is  deduced 
from  the  ancient  Kings  of  England,  Scotland,  France  and 
Italy. 

Through  the  Carlovingian  dynasty  her  lineage  may  be 
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traced  to  the  Trojan  heroes  and  kings  back  to  1264  B.  C. 

Mrs.  Goodwyn  is  the  founder  and  regent  of  the  Joseph 
Hedges  Chapter,  D.  A.  R.,  and  the  First  Virginia  Chapter 
of  U.  S.  D.  of  1812,  both  located  in  Emporia.  She  has 
been  first  Vice  President  of  the  Virginia  Society  of  U.  S.  D. 
of  1812,  and  is  at  present  its  President.  She  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  National  Revision  Committee  to  revise  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  this  society,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Asso¬ 
ciate  Council  in  Washington  April,  1917. 

In  addition  to  the  two  societies  above  mentioned  she  is 
member  of  the  following  :  Virginia  Historical  Society,  Na¬ 
tional  Historical  Society,  Association  for  the  Preservation 
of  Virginia  Antiquities,  Star-Spangled  Banner  Association,

Edward  Douglas,  Charles  Blanchard  and  William  Stafford 
Irvine,  of  Georgia,  sons  of  Charles,  son  of  Alexander,  son 
of  Dr.  John  Irvine  and  Ann  Elizabeth  Baillie,  through  Dr. 
John  Irvine,  son  of  Charles  Irvine  and  Euphemia  Douglas, 
daughter  of  John  Douglas,  of  Tilquhillie,  son  of  John 
Douglas  and  Grizel  Forbes,  daughter  of  Thomas  Forbes,  of 
Watertown,  son  of  Wm.  Forbes,  of  Talquohon,  and  Janet 
Ogilvie,  daughter  of  Sir  George  Ogilvie,  of  Dunlugus,  and 
Hon.  Beatrix  Seton,  daughter  of  George,  4th  Lord  Seton, 
descended  in.  direct  line,  through  James  Douglas,  Earl  of 
Morton,  and  Princess  Joanna  descended  from  Edward  III  of 
England. 

Miss  Hilda  Maude  Leslie  Paterson,  of  Birkwood, 
Banchory,  Scotland,  is  a  direct  descendant  through  the 
Forbes,  of  Watertown,  Tolquohon,  Ogilvies,  Setons  and 
Douglas,  Earl  of  Morton,  from  Edward  III  of  England. 

Mrs.  Markland,nee  Katharine  Humphreys  Wrenshall,  and 
her  mother,  Mrs.  John  C.  Wrenshall,  are  descended  from 
the  ancient  family  of  Yonge,  of  Georgia  and  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  who  were  of  the  ancient  family  of  Yonge  of  Caynton, 
England,  and  from  Sir  Archibald  Murray,  8th  Baronet  of 
Nova  Scotia,  whose  eldest  daughter  Jane  married  Captain 
Andrew  Atkinson,  of  Caven  Garden,  Ballyshannon,  Ireland.

iel  Claiborne  Butts  and  Elizabeth  Randolph  Harrison, 
daughter  of  Charles  Harrison  and  Mary  Herbert  Claiborne, 
daughter  of  Augustine  Claiborne  and  Mary  Herbert,  son  of 
Thomas  Claiborne  and  Anne  Fox,  daughter  of  Henry  Fox, 
and  Ann  West,  daughter  of  John  West  and  Unity  Croshaw, 
son  of  John  West  and  Ann,  his  wife.  The  last  John  West 
was  son  of  Thomas  West,  second  Lord  De  la  Warr,  and 
Ann  Knollys,  son  of  William  West,  jst  Baron  De  la  Warr, 
and  Elizabeth  Strange,  son  of  Sir  George  West,  of  Marble- 
ton,  Sussex,  England,  and  Elizabeth  Morton.  Sir  George 
West  was  the  son  of  Sir  Thomas  West,  8th  Lord  De  la 
Warr,  and  Eleanor  Copley,  son  of  Sir  Richard  West,  7th 
Lord  De  la  Warr,  and  Catharine  Hungerford.  The  family 
of  West  descends  from  illustrious  ancestry,  and  is  of  Royal 
lineage  from  David  I,  of  Scotland. 

Doctor  Dunham  O.  Munson  and  his  son,  Herbert  Edwin 
Munson,  through  the  Dunham  family  are  descended  from 
a  long  line  of  illustrious  ancestors,  embracing  not  only  many 
ancient  and  noble  families  of  England  but  also  from  all  the 
Sovereign  Houses  of  Europe. 

Among  the  noble  families  we  find  such  names  as  the  Fitz 
Randolphs,  Staffords,  Nevilles  and  de  Beauchamps. 

The  first  of  the  Dunhams  of  record  was  Rychert  Dun¬

Humphrey 
Stafford,  Duke  of  Buckingham,  was  the  son  of  Edmund 
Stafford,  fifth  Earl  of  Stafford,  born  about  1380,  by  Anne, 
daughter  of  Thomas,  Duke  of  Gloucester,  and  his  wife, 
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Eleanor  de  Bohun,  grand  daughter  of  Edward  III,  King  of 
England,  and  the  last,  Edmund  Stafford,  was  son  of  Hugh 
Stafford,  2d  Earl,  who  married  Phillippa  de  Beauchamp, 
daughter  of  Thomas  de  Beauchamp,  Earl  of  Warwick. 
Edward  the  III  of  England  was  son  of  Edward  II,  who  mar¬ 
ried  Isabella  of  France,  daughter  of  Philip  IV  (le  Bel)  King 
of  France,  and  Jane,  Queen  of  Navarre,  and  Edward  the  II 
was  son  of  Edward  the  I,  by  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Ferdi- 
nania  III,  King  of  Castile.
